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Japan-ROK 
Talks Facing 
Many Topics 
For Debate

Japan and the Republic of 
Korea tomorrow will resume 
talks for normalizing relations 
after a lapse of five years. But 
Government sources are not ne- 
cessarily optimistic about the 
prospects of the negotiations, 

A highly placed Foreign Office 
official believes the two coun- 
tries will need plenty of time 
to jron out their differences. 


Foreign Offices sources predict 
it will be late May before full 
acale bargaining sessions start. 
The first two or three meetings, 
these sources said, would prob- 
ably be devoted to formalities 
and discussions on how the 
future meetings should be con- 
ducted. 


Japan wants to kick off the 
negotiations with the fisheries 
issue, including the controver- 
sial Rhee Line. But it is re- 
garded virtually certain that 
South Korea will insist on 
priority for the claims issue. 

Chances are that the two 
issues will be discussed simul- 
taneously, according to Foreign 
Office sources. 

The Japanese delegation, head- 
ed by Renzo Sawada, former 
ambassador to the United Na 
tions, is now studying the stand 
to be taken by Japan at the 
over-all talks. 

Protracted talks between 
Japan and the Republic of 
Korea were held three times 
previously—from February to 
April 1952, from April to July 
and again from Oct. 6 to 21, 
19533. . 

The agenda for the meetings 


were: 1, Establishment of basic 
relations between Japan and 
the Republic of Korea. 2. 


Claims issue. 3. Fisheries issue. 
4. Nationality and treatment of 
Koreans in Japan. 5. Disposi- 
tion of ships. 

All three talks went on the 
rocks over the claims and fish- 
ery issues. 

Government sources believe 
the two thorny issues also will 
be the major stumbling blocks 
in the fourth series of talks due 
to start tomorrow. 

The controversial points in 
the five issues on the agenda 
are the following: 

1. RESTORATION OF NOR- 
MAL RELATIONS.—Japan has 
proposed that friendly reiations 
he promoted between the two 
countries in a way compatible 
with a good neighbor policy 
and the objectives and princi- 
ples of the United Nations 
Charter. 

The Republic of Korea has 
demanded that all past treaties 
and agreements between Japan 
and Korea should be abrogated 
to Wipe off the vestiges of past 
relationships between the two 
countries, 

The stand of the two coun- 
tries on this issne is not. basi- 
cally incompatible, and it is be- 
lieved they would settle for a 
wording that would appropriate- 
ly incorporate the demands of 
the two parties. 

2. CLAIMS ISSUE—Under 
Article 4 of the San Francisco 
Peace Treaty, the disposition of 
Japanese and South Korean as- 
sets in each other’s country is 
to be decided by a “special 
agreement” between the two 
Governments. 

However, the two countries 
have been at odds over inter- 
pretation of the peace treaty 
clause and a statement on the 
issue by the U.S. Forces in Ko- 
rea, 

The Republic of Korea insists 
Japan has no right to claim 
Japanese property in South Ko- 
rea. The Japanese side contends 
that disposition of Japanese 
assets in South Korea under the 
US. military ordinance was 
merely in the nature of “custody 
of enemy assets” and further

About 60,000 visi 
tors, most of them nonbusiness- 
men, rushed to the fair grounds 
yesterday to see the models of 
the Soviet earth satellites, Sput- 
nik I and Il, and their U.S. coun- 
terpart, Explorer I. 

Among the visitors yesterday 
were the 10 members of cham- 
bers of commerce of the U5. 
West Coast cities who are on 
a week's visit here on the San 
Francisco Second Annual Busi- 
ness Tour led by Dwight K.

The United States is the 
world’s most powerful nation 
today. If we act now it will re- 
main the most powerful nation 
in the future.” 

“There is conservative éco- 
nomic opinion,” said Gaither, 
“that the likely future rate of 
Soviet industrial growth will be 
significantly higher than ours, 
that the interval for which we 
will remain the biggest indus- 
trial power is 15 to 30 years. 


“But the ‘cross-over’ point in 
either gross natfonal product or 
in jndustrial output is not as 
meaningful as the fact that to 
day the Soviet, with an itndus- 
trial base roughly two-fifths of 
ours, maintains a thoroughly 
modernized and menacing mill- 
tary establishment and pro- 
secutes an increasing am 
of foreign economic subversion 
and infiltration. 

After making other comparl- 
sons of the Communist World 
and Free World, Gaither said: 

“Tf we are to plan with any 
degree of hard realism, we must 
expect the Russians not only 
will maintain but actually will 
increase their rate of forward 
industrial and economic devel- 
opment. There are 40 years of 
astonishing history, 40 years of 
explosive industrialization, to 
support this belief. And let us 
not under-estimate the potential 
power of Red China. It is on 
this basis that I must conclade 
that our relative strength is 
ebbing.”

There was a measure of agree- 
ment that America should foster 
a long-range full trade partner- 
ship with Japan, but that to 
cushion the effect of such a 
policy on specific industries in 
the U.S. there should be tariff 
adjustments that “reflect and 
encourage improvement in Japa- 
nese wage and labor standards.” 


There was also agreement to 
the suggestion that “a major 
threat to United States interests 
in the Far East is the great 
ignorance of the languages and 
culture of the area on the part 
of the American people.” 

The assembly stressed the 
need for programs to supply

Gaillard Accepts Plan 
Mapped by U.S., Britain 
For Direct Tunisia Talks 


But Reserves Right 
to Place Frontier 
Issue Before U.N. 


PARIS (AP)—Premier 
Felix Gaillard Saturday 
night accepted the Anglo- 
American good offices plan 
for reopening direct nego- 
tiations with Tunisia, but 
reserved the right to take 
the Algerian frontier issue 
to the United Nations. 


A French Cabinet statement, 
issued at the end of a marathon 
day-long session, said that the 
French Government is willing to 
use the U.S.-British suggestions 
as a basis for direct talks with 
Tunisian President Habib Bour- 
guiba. 

Gaillard, faced with some ob- 
jections on his own right wing 
among members of the Indepen- 
dent Party, summoned 
French National Assembly into 
special session Tuesday to re- 
ceive his appeal for backing, 

This move, in addition to the 
long and obviously stormy 
Cabinet session, indicated that 
Gaillard can expect spirited op 
position when Parliament. ce 
convenes. 

The Premier ts expected te 
make Saturday's decision 24 
issue of confidence in his Gov- 
ernment. A defeat woul 
throw him out of office and put 
the nation into a political 
of great magnitude. 

Gaillard and the Cabinet 
majority made one concession 
to the right wing in reserving 
the right to take the Algerian 
frontier issue to the U.N. as 
the rightiste have demanded. 
France accusés Tunisia of har- 
boring Algerian mationalist re- 
bels and allowing them to use 
Tunisian soil as a hase for 
operations against the Freneh 
in Algeria.

In January 1952, President 
Syngman Rhee announced what 
was termed “sovereignty over 
seas” on a Wide sea area eX- 
tending from Takeshima Island 
off Tottori Prefecture in the 
east all the wav to the middle 
of the Yellow Sea. 

In the prewar period, Japan's 
annual fish catch in the oren 
sea area now confined by the 
Rhee Line amounted to about 
2,000,000 tons, valued at ¥100,000 
million. 

In the period after the limita- 
tion imposed on the Japanese 
fisheries by the MacArthur Line 
was lifted, and before the Rhee 
Line declaration in 1952, Japa- 
nese fishermen hauled ahout 
230,000 tons or earned about 
¥13,000 million a year. 

Japan is demanding the re- 
traction of the Rhee Line on 
various grounds including the 
freedom of fishing operations on 
high seas and at the same time 
citing the absence of internation- 
al legal precedents and establish- 
ed conventions to support sucitfa 
unilateral step by a _ coastal 
country. 

Japan will propose that the 
two countries take joint meas- 
ures with regard to this issue. 
Specifically, Japan will propose 
the establishment of a _ joint 
Japan-South Korea Fisheries 
Committee to conduct scientific 
research on fish resources in 
the disputed area, 

South Korea is, however, ex- 
pected to take a strong atti- 
tude toward Japan in view of a 
series of measures aimed at the 
preservation of fish resources re 
cently taken by various coastal 
countries. 

4. THE PROBLEM OF THE 
DETERMINATION OF NA- 
TIONALITY OF KOREAN RE- 
SIDENTS IN THIS COUNTRY 
AND THEIR TREATMENT. 

What attitude Japan should 
take regarding the nationality 
of an estimated 600,000 Koreans 
staying in this country? How to 
treat those who were in Japan 
since before the war is a more 
difficult problem to solve. 

South Korea takes the stand 
that they be given South Korean 
nationality and that the Japa- 
nese Government accord special 
privileges such as the right of 
permanent residence to those 
who were here since before the 
war. 

Japan believes that there is no 
feasible policy other than recog- 
nizing freedom to choose na- 
tionality to about 200,900 Ko 
reans in this country who de- 
sire North Korean nationality. 

There is a wide diversity in 
the economic status of Koreans 
in this country. Some of them 
are rich and possess such fixed 
assets as mining claims. Others 
suffer from extreme poverty and 
are receiving assistance under 
the Livelihood Assistance Law. 

In the event that they are for- 
mally given Korean nationtity, 
South or North, they are corm- 
pelled to relinquish these riyvht« 
Difficulties are also expected to 
arise with regard to the treat- 
ment of their properties in this 
country. 

Japan will propose to grant 
them rights of permanent resi- 
dence, of taking home their 
money or property holdings, or 
order evacuation from this coun- 
try aceording to the length of 
their stay in this country. 

5. VESSELS OWNERSHIP 
PROBLEM—South Korea js de- 
manding the return of all ves- 
sels registered in Korea and of 
all Japanese ships located in 
Korean waters as of 1945. 

The ground for the South 
Korean claim is a memorandum 
issued by the General Head- 
quarters of the Allied Occupa- 
tion Forces and another by the 
U.S. military government in 
South Korea on Aug. 9, 1945 
which ordered Japan to return 
all Korean-registered vessels to 
the South Korean Government. 

There exists a wide difference 
of interpretation of the two 
notes. 

Aside from this issue, Japan 
intends to offer a certain num- 
ber of ships to South Korea 
to cooperate in the economic 
development of that country.

which is restrained to the 
point of ostentation, end the 
men’s rooms which are a biind- 
ing canary. 

The stage itself is probably 
the most complete in this hemis- 
phere. It has simply everything 
including tripledayer traps, a 
revolving stage, an elevating 
orchestra pit, and a , really 
elaborate system of files, The 
rroscenium itself is enormous 
and of the CinemaScope shape 
farniliar from the Kabuki. What 
one can put on @ stage like this, 
I have no idea. It should be 
good for parades. 

The curtain somewhat 
weak, but then -curtains in 
Japan always are, as the other 
monstrosities in Tokyo and 
Osaka hall readily affirm. This 
one ie full of pine and cherry 
but the predominant color is 
salmon. The Sogo Department 
Store donated the curtain and 
ascertains the fact in cerulean 
blue, 

Possibly the stage is best de- 
signed for orchestral concerts. 
Though quite deep, it is com- 
pletely equipped with the most 
ingenious orchestral shell you 
are ever likely to see. It hangs 
in the flies, interlocks, and can 
be let down behind the orches- 
tra to create what-given the 
generally good acoustics of the 
hall—is excellent orchestral 
sound. 

The stage isn’t too good for 
ballet. The proscenium tends 
to dwarf whatever is on the 
stage and only the excellence 
of the New York City troupe 
could have made up for the re- 
latively small area being used. 

The stage floor, being honey- 
combed with all sorts of lifts 
and elevators, is certainly not 
ideal for the dance. The wood 
is excellent but there are spaces 
around the traps where one 
could easily break a leg. Con- 
sequently a new floor was con- 
structed for these ballet per. 
formances. It was most un- 
fortunately made of masonite 
which is about as easy to dance 
on as ice. Again, however, the 
New York City Ballet easily 
overcame the difficulty and gave 
performances the like of which 
aren't likely to again occur on 
this particular stage. 

For lighting, too, the equip- 
ment would perhaps somewhat 
mitigate against a fast moving 
entertainment, like ballet. The 
lighting board itself must be 
the most complicated, and per- 
haps the best, in the world, hut 
the wood grill which covers the 
inside of the auditorium also 
tends to get in the way of the 
further lights—a fact easily re- 
medied by removing some of 
the grill, omce someone gets 
around to it. 

A new theater always poses 
sore problems and one must 
sort of grow into it. Opening 
night no one hardly knew how 
to operate the inner drop cur- 
tains and so the ponderous fire

curtain was moved up and 
down. What they'll do about 
the lobby, however, I don't 
know. 


The hall is enormous and the 
lobby is tiny, a kind of red 
plush corridor. Fortunately the 
first performances have been of 
sufficient dignity and social 
vaiue that people have not tend- 
ed to move around during inter- 
missions. They sit and pose in- 
stead. If they ever try to go out 
for a smoke it will be like 
Midosuji at rush hour. 

Still, the place is «normously 
impressive and w'.at is good 
about it is very good indeed.

A double-hanamichi makes its 
appearance this month at the 
Kabukiza for the performance of 
the dance-drama “Kasane,” keep- 
ing the spectators busy during 
the opening moments of the 
number craning their necks to 
get views of both sides, with 
Utaemon as beauteous Kasane 
on the orthodox hanamichi pas- 
sageway and Tokizo as her lover 
Yoemon on the temporary ha- 
namichi running parallel to the 
first, along the opposite-side 
aisle of the audience pit. 


There has been a sprinkling 
of rain; Yoemon is carrying a 
straw matting to ward off the 
rain, while Kasane has her black 
silken parasol. Evidently the 
shower has just stopped. Each 
pauses at the end of his respec- 
tive hanamichi, Yoemon brush- 
ing the raindrops from his hair 
while Kasane performs her 
dance, with the parasol as an 
important item in suggesting 
the dark, rainy night, and the 
sense of something unearthly 
coupled with the beauty, hinting 
at the weirdness of the scene 
to follow ... 


Fugitive Lover 


Ordinarily, this number is per- 
formed without the use of a 
double hanamichi, Yoemon ap- 
pearing first In a furtive hunted 
manner, followed later in na- 
tural sequence by Kasane, who 
comes seeking her fugitive lover. 
But with the use of the twin 
hanamichi, the two effective en- 
trances have been rolled into 
one, and while this synchronized 
dual entrance has its effect, 
there is something lost as well 
as gained in the process. 

The play itself is exceedingly 
well-performed, with Tokizo, 
performing the role for the first 
time in his long career, making 
a creditable Yoemon, while 
Utaemon is impeccable in his 
role of Kasane, at which he is 
an old veteran. 

The story is based on an old 
belief in a dead man’s curse, 
and also on a sordid old tale 
that is preserved, probably 
with just a bit of fact behind it, 
among the legends of a certain 
temple in Ibaraki Prefecture, 

According to “Kasane,” Yoe- 
mon had in the past murdered 
Kasane’s father, although the 
lovers are unaware of this 
mutual relationship at first. 
But it all comes quite vividly 
and horribly clear when Suke’s 
skull with a scythe struck 
through it floats down the river 
on the dead man’s stupa board 
at just the moment when the 
two meet by the river, and Ka- 
sane is declaring her love for 
Yoemon. 


Curse on Woman 


The curse visits itself not on 
the murderer but on the 
woman, When Yoemon cracks 
the stupa board over his knees 
and tosses it away, Kasane 
cries out with pain, clutching 
her knee. And when Suke pulls 
the scythe out of the skull, Ka- 
sane walis of the pain in her 
face. Thereafter, she limps, 
and her face shows a horrible 
disfiguration in a half-moon 
mark as though the scythe had 
cut her. : 

Kasane is finally stabbed to 
death by her lover, by the same 
scythe that had killed her 
father Suke. After the first 
stroke, Kasane’s outer garment 
is slipped off the shoulder to 
reveal the white undergarment 
with a scattered design of scar- 
let maple leaves. 

Without being in the least a 
naturalistic depiction, this pat- 
tern, with a density of red 
leaves at the shoulder and spat- 
tering down to the lower part 
of the long sleeve, often achieves 
the ghastly suggestion as sacat- 
tered blood, disguised behind a 
screen of deceptive beauty. 

Perhaps it is just as well that 
this effect has been toned down 
a bit this time. The leaves are 
) not all so vividly blood-hued and

the pattern is larger, But I can 
remember when the same per- 
former used a garment pattern- 


ed with a cloud of tiny red 
leaves, achieving a startling 
effect.

On the evening program. 
Kabuki's top spectacle dance 
number, “Musume Dojoji,” per- 
formed by Utaemon, dominates 
the program with its brilliance, 
while on the matinee, aside 
from “Kasane,” there is one 
other dance-drama, “Michiyuxi 
Koi no Odamaki” which is a 
delightful dance-and-mime num- 
ber depicting a three-sided at- 
fair, with Tomoemon as the 
humble maiden Omiwa vying 
with Komazo as Princess Tachi- 
bana for the attention of the 
nobleman in disguise, Motome 
(Matagoro).

NBA Leaves

RACINE, Wis. (Kyodo-Reuter) 
~The National Boxing Associa- 
tion of America yesterday in- 
formed Julius Helfand, chair 
man of the World Boxing Cham- 
plonship Committee, that it was 
withdrawing from the com- 
mittee because of dissatisfac- 
tion with what it called the 
“imbalance of voting power” of 
the committee. 


The withdrawal notice was 
contained In a letter sent to 
Helfand, who is also chairmen 
on the New York State Athletic 
Commission, by Gilbert Jack- 
son, president of the NBA. 


The letter said that “review 
of events in recent months and 
the dissatisfaction registered by 
many of our people with the 
imbalance of voting power in 
the World Championship Com- 
mittee” was the reason for the 
resignation, 


Jackson said also that the 
NBA was unhappy over the 
handling of the recent world 
welterweight elimination tour- 
nament. 

The letter said that from now 
on its International boxing mat 
ters would be channeled through 
the NBA's foreign coordinator, 
Anthony Petronela. 

Jackson pointed out that Hel- 
fand and the NBA have an equal 
vote in the World Championship 
Committee although the NBA sue 
pervises boxing In all states but 
New York and Massachusetts 
and 10 foreign countries. 

The NBA was also displeased a 
month ago when the WCC ar 
nounced that it would recognize 
as a title bout the forthcoming 
match on May 7 between world 
lightweight champion Joe Brown 
and Raiph Dupas. The NBA 
had previously ordered Brown 
to box Kenny Lane, its No. 1 
contender, for the title.

For small makers, export 
business should logically be an 
additional line of business, while 
they retain the basic staple do- 
mestic lines which support 
them. They do not realize that 
the demands of the export mar- 
ket fluctuate in volume and in 
styles; and that the export busi- 
ness demands much more styl- 
ing effort than the slower-chang- 
ing domestic trade. 

The market developm ef. 
fort involved in adding | new 
lines for export is often aj sev- 
ere financial burden for the\tiny 
manufacturer. He may have to 
add one or two workers, or take 
one or two off work on his reg 
viar domestic lines. These 
people must spend time and ma- 
terlals in making samples of a 
range of nev designs, and often 
new objects entirely, with 
which they may not have been 
previously familiar. Correc- 
tions, improvements, samples 
and counter-samples—these are 
all time-consuming. 

The small manufacturer, al 
ready living hand-to-mouth, 
must have financial backing for 
these market development ef- 
fortes until they can pay off—if 
they do pay off at all. The 
large Wholesale “collectors” and 
the big exporters are often the 
source of this financial support. 
But these larger firms generally 
tend to favor staple designs and 
types of merchandise which 
can be sold in large volumes.

Settlement 
By Argentina 


Talks on disposal of Japan's 
trade credits to Argentina, 
which have been under way in 
Buenos Aires since last year- 
end, were recently concluded 
along broad lines, and agree- 
ment will be signed there at the 
end of this month, according to 
sources cloge to the Foreign 
Office. 


Japan's credits to the Latin- 
American country—those under 
a delayed payments formula 
and in terms of interest accu- 
mulation—amount to $60 mil- 
lion. 


According to a new method of 
refundments, these sources said, 
a nine-year redemption term 
has beer fixed with the Initial 
vear installment smallest but 
those for the remaining years 
scaling up each successive year. 
The existing credit disposi- 
tion agreement, concluded in 
1956, stipulated payment on an 
average yearly installment 
basis. 


It also provided for refund- 
ment of Japan's trade credits, 
totaling $55 million, in 10 years 
at an average interest rate of 
3.5 per cent but disposal of the 
credits caused under a delayed 
payment formula for Argen- 
tina’s imports of machinery 
was to be settled separately 
from the agreement. 


So far, Argentina has refund- 
ed $10 million, leaving $45 mil- 
lion still outstanding. 


In concluding the new agree- 
ment, the Argentine side had 
proposed inclusion of the 
separated delayed payment of 
$5 million, and the Japanese 
side had accepted the proposal. 
The new agreement has set 
the annual interest rate of 
uniform 3.5 per cent for the 


nine years, amounting to $10 
million.

Large-type 
tankers accounted for 
cent of the total. 

The figure represented a drop 
of 370,000 groas tons from the 
end of 1956 or about the end 
of the recent unprecedented 
two-year boom for the industry. 
The order backlog also indicated 
a strong trend for concentration 
of orders on larger shipyards. 

If no new orders Were to be 
received, five of the major ship- 
vards would be completely with- 
out work by September. As for 
42 smaller yards capable of 
handling ships of 1,000-ton class 
or larger, 39 would share the 
same fate by September. In 
view of the cancellation of new 
shipbuilding orders totaling 
some two million deadweight 
tons throughout the world for 
the past six months, the minis- 
try emphasized the need of 
lowering steel and other raw 
material costs for Japanese 
shipbuilders to cope with the 
possible cutthroat competition 
among the world’s shipbuilders. 


Monkey Exports Bring 


Exchange to India 


NEW DELHI (Kyodo-UP)— 
Almost 130,000 monkeys were 
exported in six months starting 
April. 1957 for polio vaccine re- 
search and production in the 
United States, Britain, West Ger- 
many, Denmark, Australia, Can- 
ada and Sweden. 

The Indian Treasury earned 
8,400,000 rupees ($$1,800,000) in 
foreign exchange through this 
unusual export, Commerce Min- 
ister Kanungo told Parliament.

nese homes and hotels make up 
their table service) should try 
to break into the export dinner- 
ware and novelty business. It 
jis almost horrifying to think 
of these tiny shops trying to 
compete with the mass pro 
duction of Nagoya and its en- 
virons, except in the manufac 
ture of small-volume specialty 
items. 

The very fact that the ques- 
tions is asked, shows that these 
small-scale makers have no rea) 
idea of the quantities involved 
in the common export business. 
They are attracted only by the 
news of flourishing export busi- 
ness in ceramics. The same is 
true of small manufacturers in 
lines other than pottery; that 
is just one example. 

It has come as a surprise to 
me that in all of the discussions 
—some very lively—that I have 
had with groups of these peo- 
ple, only once has the subject 
of U.S. import tariffs crept up 
—and that in a very indirect 
way. This reveals two facts: 
First, that the small manu- 
facturer in the provinces is not 
really aware of the problems 
which the exporter, who deals 
directly with the U.S. market, 
faces. Secondly, it implies that 
these people are not looking 
forward to an export market of 
such proportions as will excite 
American competitors in any 
single line.

Shipping Notes and News 


The Transportation Ministry 
is expected early this week to 
mediate the issue between Osaka 
Shosen Kaisha. and Kawasaki 
Kisen, both operators of the 
Japan-West Africa cargoliner 
service, and Mitsui Line over the 
latter’s plan to join the same 
liner trade. Mediation by the 
ministry has become necessary 
as negotiations between OSK 
and Kawasaki Kisen, and Maersk 
Line over details of the last 
named, newly announced Japan- 
West Africa cargoliner service 
are unlikeiy to be brought to a 
conclusion before April 26, when 
Maersk’s first vessel to run on 
the West Africa route is due to 
sail from Kobe, and the ministry 
can no longer leave Mitsui Line’s 
plan, pending for about 17 
months, unapproved. Farty last 
week, OSK and Kawasaki Kisen 
asked the head office of Maersk 
Line in Copenhagen to cance! its 
plans for a Japan-West Africa 
service, but the request was re- 
jected. Maersk, however, noti- 
fied the two Japanese lines and 
the Transportation Ministry that 
the company had no intention of 
waging freight competition with 
the Japanese lines. 


Negotiations were started be- 
tween the two Japanese lines 
and Maersk over the dates of 
Maersk ships’ calling at Japa- 
nese ports and their loading of 
cargoes for West Africa. It is 
unlikely, however, that nego- 
tiations will be concluded swift- 
ly. Last Thursday, Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha notified the 
Transportation Ministry that it 
would resume its cargoliner 
service to South and Southeast 
Africa from June. This notifica- 
tion made the otherwise diffi- 
cult Japan-Africa liner service 
issue even more difficult. 
Under its agreement with OSK 
and other interested parties, 
NYK has refrained from re- 
opening its cargoliner service to 
South and Southeast Africa. 
This secret agreement is re- 
ported to be valid until next 
March. However, NYK claims 
that since Maersk, not a party 
to the secret agreement, intends 
to have its ships serve Durban 
and Cape Town, too, it will no 
longer be bound by the accord. 
OSK interprets the agreement in 
a different way and asserts that 
NYK should not reopen the 
service until after next March, 
when the agreement will expire. 
From the standpoint of main- 
taining the stability of freight 
rates in the Japan-Africa trades, 
the Transportation Ministry is 
apparently plannnig to advise 
NYK to wait for some more 
time. With relatively high 
freight rates maintained, the 
Japan-West Africa service hag 
been a profitable lire. The unit 
charter base is said to be $7. 
It is quite natural that other 
shipping interests should at-

Prospects Brighten for Settlement of Diplomatic Issues With Neighbors 


The frigid atmosphere that 
seemed to stultify the Japanese 
efforts to iron out the points 
of disagreement in the pend- 
ing issues with her neighbor 
nations began to yield to a 
belated spring thaw last week. 

As a result of a meeting be- 
tween Agriculture-Forestry Min- 
ister Munenor!l Akagi and Gos- 
plan's fishery chief Alexander 
Ishkov in Moscow Friday, hopes 
rose for a settlement this week 
of the four-month old Japan- 
Soviet parley on the salmon fish- 
ing quota in the Northwest 
Pacific for this vear. 


Just before the end of the 
Friday session, Ishkov propos 
ed to fix the quota for Japan 
at 100,000 tons, halfway be- 
tween the original Russian pro- 
posal of 80,000 tons and last 
year’s quota of 120,000 tons. 


The Soviet side insisted on 
the low figure, as it claimed 
that this year falls on the lean 
phase in the fishing fluctuation 
arising from the two-year life 
span of pink salmon. Though 


Japan tried to dispute .the 
scientific grounds for the 
theory, the Soviet Union ap- 


parently considers the 20,000- 
ton concession as a matter of 
courtesy. 


Parley End Seen 

With the fishing fleets desir- 
ing to push off on May 1 or not 
inuch later than that, it is ex- 
pected that the parley will be 
wound up 48 800n as an agree- 
ment is reached on the con- 
troversial fishing activities in 
the Okhotsk Sea. 

The second problem, or the 
dispute over the hoisting of the 
Communist Chinese flag by the 
trade mission, came to a settie- 
ment Wednesday, although it

According to the atatements 
by Prime Minister Kishi in the 
Diet, the Communist flag will 
be protected by the article in 
the Criminal Code on the pro- 
tection of properties but not by 
Article 92, which is specifically 
for the protection of national 
flags. Article 92 is applied 
“upon the request of the Gov- 
ernment concerned” and Com- 
munist China is not legally re- 
cognized by Japan, he said.

Enemy at the Gate _

More than a million tough, 
young Asian soldiers are look- 
ing somewhat uneasily in the 
direction of the U.S. Congress 
to see where the next belt 
buckle, rifle and tank are coming 
from. 

In three Asian countries— 
South Korea, Free China and 
South Vietnam—the U.S. has 
created powerful forces that 
could not last a month without 
spoon-feeding from the U.S. 
tlaxpaver. 

It has cost the United States 
$5,000 million, mostly since the 
Korean War started, to build 
and support these and lesser 
Asian allied armies, 

This year alone, President 
Eisenhower has asked $2,600 
million for direct and indirect 
giobal military aid, of which a 
half would likely go to these 
three nations alone. 

Is the American taxpayer get- 
ting his money’s worth? 

Experts trving to answer this 
question often wind up in a 
welter of economic-political gob- 
bledygook on the nature of the 
cold war itself—and whether 
Asians should have more butter 
and less guns. 

Asians themselves—if spot 
checks can be considered fairly 
indicative—would prefer the 
butter every time. 

The more adamant of these 
maintain that in the long run, 
the menace of communism in 
Asia is that a million men hold- 
ing guns are going to be out- 
flanked by Red propaganda, in- 
filtration and a million loaves 
of bread. 

But a dilemma exists because

Yomiuri Shimbun hoped that 
top priority would be given to 
the problem of repatriation of 
the detained Japanese fishermen 
in the fullfledged Japan-ROK 
conference to be resumed Tues- 
day. It is impossible for Japan 
to take up other pending issues 
prior to the solution of the prob- 
lem of the detained fishermen.

March on suspicion of fraud. 


Donations to Party 

Socialist Jukichi Yokozenj al- 
leged at a committee session 
Thursday that Chiba Bank presi- 
dent Shirohiko Furusho donated 
¥10 million to the Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party and also that Prime 
Minister Kishi and three other 
leading members of the party 
tried to cover up the irregular 
loans of the pank. 

This bombshell statement 
just before an election was im- 
mediately refuted by the Gov- 
ernment party, which voiced its 
fletermination to discipline 
Yokozen| for his “irresponsible” 
utterances. The committee will 
h*ar a key witness on the affair 
tomorrow. Furusho told Fi- 
nance Mini-«ier Hisato Ichimada 
that he wanted to resign. 

Meanwhile, the Metropolitan 
Police Department arrested 
Friday three Government offi- 
cials and summoned three other 
officials on suspicion that they 
handed out secret information 
to the Japan Communist Party. 


More Arrests Seen 

Of the three officials arrested, 
two are regular members of the 
Japan Communist Party and the 
Other is a clandestine mem- 
ber, the police said. The informa- 
tion given out to the party is al- 
leged to be concerned with the 
reparations negotiations with 
the Philippines, World Bank 
loans to the Aichi Canal Corpo- 
ration and the economic data of 
the Economic Planning Agency. 

There are still more Commu- 
nists in Government agencies 
and the investigation may lead 
to more arrests, according to 
the police. 

Four other Communists were 
arrested Saturday for their al- 
leged activities to organize 
clandestine voyages to Commu- 
nist China and to defraud and 
exploit small enterprises to en- 
rich the party coffer. The Com- 
munist Party immediately pro- 
tested that the police action was 
an attempt to interfere with the 
anticipated general election. 

In the meantime, two TUI104A 
jet airliners afrived at Haneda 
Saturday, carrying members of 
the Leningrad Symphony Or- 
chestra for concerts in Japan.

During the 19th century, the 
increase in large city popula- 
tion was more rapid in Europe 
and in North America than In 
Asia.

Although urbanization is a 
concomitant of {ndustrialization 
and economic development, is 
this growth in urban population 
in Asia justified by the rate of 
economic development of the 
various Asian countries? 

The Asian cities which are 
in the process of rapid econo- 
mic growth are faced with 
many economic, social and phy- 
sical problems. To mention 
but a few: low level of pro- 
(ductivity and therefore low 
level of living of the urban 
workers; the break-up of the 
traditional family system and 
problems of crime and delin- 
quency; illiteracy and lack of 
access to educational facilities;

How should the governments 
of Asia deal with these prob- 
lents so 4s to fulfill their respon- 
sibility for social welfare which 
is now one of the generally ac- 
cepted functions of government 
in this area?

Search for More Oil 


Red China Faces Staggering Difficulties 


By The CHINA 

A few months ago, an article 
in the Peiping “Geographical 
Knowledge” gave an optimistic 
picture of the petroleum in- 
dustry’s geographical distribu- 
tion, It listed as oil fields 
“already proved” more than 
two-thirds of Sinkiang Province, 
half of Shensi, and large areas 
in Inner Mongolia and Chinghai; 
in addition it, gives large areas 
as “possible” oil fields and 
vet other very large areas as 
“suspected of possible oil re 
sources,” 

It is quite certain that an 
extensive and intensive search 
for oil has been going on for 
some years, though the actual 
output so far achieved is con- 
fined to the three provinces of 
Kansu, Chinghai and Sinkiang 
in Northwest China. 


The Kaneu field centered at 
Yumen has been known since 
1936 and drilling started there 
in 1939. The Yumen refinery 
has been rebuilt in the last 
few years and research labora- 
tories and repair shops have 
been constructed, but quite re- 
cently the Worker's Daily, after 
mentioning the completion of 
the railroad, added “now we 
must find more oil and develop 
new oil fields”: the refinery 
evidently is often idle. This is 
due to mistakes made in ex- 
ploiting the field, especially to 
an ill-conceived boring which 
allowed an enormous escape of 
natural gas. 


Fields Flooded 


Now, a Russian expert has 
ordered the artificial flooding 
of the field, and it will be some 
years before it can reach again 
its full output. In Chinghal, 
more than 100 experimental 
drillings have given oil flow 
or gas from 60 per cent. In 
Sinkiang, even more intensive 
exploration has been carried 
out, entirely under Russian 
auspices, and 30 wells are said 
to be producing oil in one field 
ajone (Kolomai), while another 
(Wusu) is also promising. 


All this seems to give grounds 
for expecting great develop- 
ments, and yet the official at- 
titude remains cautious, not to 
say, pessimistic. The first Five- 
Year Plan conspectus stated: “It 
will not be possible during this 
time (1953-57) to effect a radical 
improvement in the retarded 
state of certain branches of 
industry such as petroleum,” 

Last December, in a report on 
the second Five-Year Plan

Jnions, the minister said: “As 
for the petroleum industry, be- 
cause of limited oil resources, 
production will be lower.”

A dally watch until further 
notice will be maintained for 
this paper and the watch must 
be continued each day until 
the paper is found, If it is in 
time for the 5:15 a.m. dispatch, 
it must be tied to a package of 
letter mall. If received after 
that time, it will be turned over 
to the special delivery section 
for immediate delivery.”

Capital Needed 

It is recognized the world 
over that oil exploration re- 
quires a heavy backing of 
capital; this has been lacking 
in China, except perhaps in 
Sinkiang where the Russians 
have ,imported large quantities 
of the latest machinery. At 
Yurmen, -we are told that 45 
per cent of the drill heads are 
old ones, repaired and put back 
into service, although in the 
very expensive work of drill- 
ing it is foolish to use any but 
the best equipment. 

Then a great deal of water 
is required while Yumen has 
an average rainfall of four 
inches a year, so that water 
has to be brought in by truck; 
also, electricity must be gen- 
erated by oil engines, so that 
trucks and electricity plant are 
consuming the oil produced. 

In Chinghai, there are similar 
difficulties coupled with the 
absence of a railway, the only 
connecting link between the 
wells being by recently con- 
structed dirt roads. In Sinkiang, 
the obstacles to be overcome 
are even greater. 

At Kolomai, the temperature 
went down to -40 F. in winter 
and up to 135 F. if summer, 
while the diurnal range of 
temperature both in winter and 
summer might be 50 degrees or 
more. In winter the workers 
had to be withdrawn from the 
field and in summer *they 
fainted from the heat. Again, 
water must be brought in either 
by trucks or by pipes, but if 
by pipes these must have a 
heating system to prevent the 
water from freezing. 

Siow to Develop 

In the face of these obstacles 
it is not surprising that the 
petroleum industry should be 
slow to develop. It is true that 
in. other parts of the world, 
tenacity and igenuity have 
solved difficulties as great as 
these, but there remains one 
which has not been encounter 
ed elsewhere, not at least in 
the formidable way it presents 
itself in China—the immense 
distances. 

How is the oil to be trans- 
ported? The cheapest trans- 
portation system for petroleum, 
tanker ships, is not available. 
Pipe lines suggest themselves. 
but pipe lines of such length to 
such remote areas are scarcely 
conceivable, and besides it must 
be remembered that, owing to 
the great variation of viscosity 
of oil with temperature, the 
pipe lines would need an eéla- 
borate heating system. 

Even a beginning of a solu- 
tion of this transport difficulty 
has yet to be seen. Yumen al- 
ready has a railway, but the 
rail jourrcy to Shanghai would 
take seven days and it would 
take very few trainloads of oil 
to overtax the line; Chaidam 
field is 400 or 500 kilometers 
away from the nearest railhead 
by a difficult mountain road, 
and Kolomai 1,200 kilometers 
by dirt road from the refinery 
which is to handle its output 
of crude oi), Trucks—when 
these are available—muest be us- 
ed for transport and trucks con- 
sume a third or more of their 
payload of oil, 

Obstacles Remain 

In view of all this, the cau- 
tion of the Five-Year Pian is 
understandable. The planned 
output of crude oil for 1957 
Was a modest 1,500,000 tons, and 
it has been admitted that actual 
production fell short of this. 
The oil shale distillation plants 
in Manchuria have been repair- 
ed and extended and they would 
seem to be the main contribu- 
tors to the output of oi! in 
China, which remains small in 
comparison with imports from 
Russia. A Russian source states 
that exports of petroleum pro- 
ducts te China doubled between 
1953 and 1956. The RuSsian oil 
goes, presumably by tanker, to 
the refineries at Shanghai and 
Dairen which are said to meet 
the needs of East and North 
east China. 

Thus, one must discount the 
stories which appear from time 
to time in the Chinese pres® 
of a new discovery of oil: the 
search is going on, and some oil 
has been found, but the im- 
mense obstacles before the in- 
dustry remain unsolved,
